London, June 10.—On the continent parti- 
eularly ìn Germany, sabstitutes for coffee have 
grown so mach into use, the importatioa of that 
article into Europe is redaced from seventy mil- 
lions to below thirty millione. The king of 
Sweden gives grest protection to this system, 
and for this purpose encourages the cultivation 
of the astragatus boeticus, or coffee verh. 

The Sieur Mauvais, lieatenant of artillery,

She praised her in terms which pene- 
trated my bosom. « What [ hear,’ [ observed 
to her, * gives me pleasare, If a crisis should 
arrive, 1 would be first to spare her.’ 

«These are the whole facts of the casse. I 
huve declared with equal simplicity and frank- 
pess the truth. 

« It will be seen that the extent of my pre- 
tended crime is confined to a few words, which 
alone and by themse!ven sre, as the poet ob- 
serves, words or sounds in eir, and nothing else 
Sunt verba voces, &c.

High Court of Peers The sitting of the 
Peers of the day before yesterday, commenced 
at 10 o’clock. 

The procureur gen. addressed the court în en 
impressive speech ; eloquence, he observed, was 
unavsiling io such a case; the fact had no 
share of dubity, no eztenaating circamstance, 
nothing of affliction no redeeming penitence 
was thrawn into the scale to turn the balance 
for one second in favor of the guilty manu; he 
strock the blow. he owned it, no blush succeed- 
ed the dark avowal, he was hardened, he was 
proud of the deed, he gloried in it— under these 
dreadful circumstances there could be but one 
way, and that honorable court had only to find 
Louis Pierre Louvel guilty of having stabbed 
H. R. H, the duke of Berri, on the 13th Feb. 
1820, with « poignerd, of which wound the il- 
Justrious victim died ; the law, therefore, re- 
quires the application ef the 87th article of tbe 
Penal Code to the criminal;“my lord presi- 
dent, allow the calprit’s counsel to be heard.” 

Muitre Bonnet now rose acd very ingenious- 
Jy attempted to throw a doubt over the compe- 
tevey of the court, inasmuch as it ie its ezclu- 
sive duty to try for high treason, id est, crimes 
committed against the persan of the monarch, 
or the presumptive heir, and against the safety 
of Che state ;oow the royal victim was not pre- 
sumptive heir, From this unsatisfactory objec- 
tion, he ebly endeavoured tu establish the ne- 
cessity of a erime's being committed wilfally in 
order to incar tbe sentence of death, and he acr- 
gued that to will a thing there must be the fall 
light of reason ; this lij lt of reason, he said did 
not ezist with Louvel, he was one of those ma- 
niacs, who, though ratione! on other subjects, 
possessed a 20r. mania, wich governed end 
engrossed his mind a demoniac visitation, a hell_ 
ish possession too strong for bis defective intel, 
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| lect : could it be otherwise possible that for six 
long years a viper should have gnawn his inte- 
Fior, and infuriated bim toa fiked bloody pur- 
pose from which however his hand had often 
recailed, and his other faculties tau weak to 
nerve him to: this madness was the more dan- 
geroos becauseit had not all the other features 
of insanity, it was a curse to the possessor of it, 
but such instances had existed. (Here the ora- 
tor toached most patheticaliy on the suint-like 
last moments of the royal victim, and on his 
expiriog words “ Pardon the man whe struck 
me, he must be a madrmman ”)— Ves, said kb: in 
Conclusion, he must be mad indeed who woud 
cherish for siz yearsthe infernal project of de- 
stroying the mildest, most fetherly, clemeni 
and illustrious raee of savereigns that can be 
called to govern a free, happy and attached peo- 
ple. (Here Loouvel tuok ou! some papers, und 
attempted to read, but his vo:ce failed him ; he, 
hawesver, stamimered through; the whole was 
no other than « disjointed compilation of al! the 
revolutionary regicidical writings of Carnot and 
others, and went to confirm the culprits guilt 
and principles. 

The procareur-general replied to all the in- 
genious objections of the able counsel, and was 
answered by sro ie dage coanscl. The fact 
being established, tbe president proavurnced 
sentence of death in dae form, 

Theobduracy eshibited by Luouvel dering tbe 
whole of his trial did no forseke him to the last. 
He sapped, the night on which he received his 
sentence, with a good appetite, drank e whole 
bottle of wine with a degree of disgusting ten- 
soality, and praised it as being to his taste ; he 
ordered fine sheets to be put on his bed, an in- 
dulgence which was granted him. © 1 was ve- 
ry well pleased with the Chamber of Peers,” 
said he, “ only one thing vered me: that is, 
that the trial lasted two days’ —* Why,” said 
one of his gaards,* you geïn a day by it ;’ “und 
I consider it time lost,” (replied the murderer.) 
« Why do you persist in not calling for the 
consolations of religion ; why da yau not send 
fer à priest ?’' (said one of tne guurds) Lou- 
vel—'‘ Can @ priest send me to Heaven ?”’ 
Guard. If you repent sincerely, you may be 
pardoned by the Almighty” Loavel.—Do yau 
thiok that the Prince of Conde is iu Heaven?” 
Guard.‘ As far as we are uble to judge, he is 
so, for he lived a good life, end suffered whilst 
on earth ; his recompense then, we may ve per- 
mitted to think, raust be in che other world.” 
Louvel.—** EA bicn, (well then) [ wouid faia 
go there, in order to torment him,” The a- 
bove conversation mey be depended upon as 
coming from one who heard it personaliy. 

The awful, yet just sentence of the law, was 
yesterday ezecuted on the sasassin Lsauvel, in 
the Place of Greve, in the presence of a large 
concourse of spectetors; a numerous bsdy of 
military assembled on the occasion, In the 
early part of the day it was known that the 
ezecution was to take place, though the hour 
was variously stated. From moon the specta- 
tors began to arrive on the spot, and continued 
to do so till 4 o'clock, which was generally be- 
lieved to have been fized upon to put the sen- 
tence into effect. Kisery situation, contiguous 
or distant, that commanded « view of the place 
the windows, the house-tops, the quays, the 
bridges, &c. were ali veeopied. The immedi 
&te space round the scaffold was taken up by a 
cordon of troops, but the procession with the 
criminal did not arrive till siz o'clock. Loavel 
was escorted by gendarmes, with foar other 
persons in a cart, which was immediately dri- 
ven up to the guillotine. He was then assist- 
ed to descend, and for a short interval there 
Was an appearance of hesitation at the foot of 
the scaffold, which bowever, he ascended, sup- 
ported by two persous, and after the usual for- 
melitiee, the ezecutioner instantly performed 
his office. She utmost tranquìllity and deco- 
Tum was manifested by the multitude, which, 
after the decapitation instantly and quietly 
dispersed.

ON THE ORIGIN OF GOVERN- 
MENT. 


The idee that government derives its 
origin from a primary coutract, is more the 
offspring or fancy than act. a something 
supposed tu be a charter of civil rights, to 
avoid the disorders of a natural state, where 
justice was dispensed by the arbitrium of a 
licentious will, and executed by the strong- 
estarin. Stc volosicjudico. Ift iere ever were 
such a contract, which no one ever saw, it 
could only be binding on the parties, and 
not their posterity or future generations, 
otherwise their act in this instance must 
have run in the blood of their descendants,

like the original sin of our first parents.— 
‘This is improbable, and leaves the enquiry 
in mystery and darkness, or the louse con- 
Jectures of ingenious imagination, yet it is 
allowed, that mankind,tired with a primne- 
val state of uncultivated society were for- 
ced into a wholesome combinatiun fo: mu- 
tual benefit, wherein they settled vuies of 
equality by convention aud right. ‘Lo thrs 
tbey were influenced and directed by Ai- 
mighty God, who did not create them to 
bite and devour one another, but to glorify 
Lim and be happy. 

No specific form of government any 
where appears thar one man shaall ruletover 
anòther.— According to the sacred writings, 
he was ruled before any command issued 
that be should be so. In the theocracy, 
the people were governed by patriarchs, 
priests, juwdges, chieftains, and prophets, 
but without any choice of their own. Our 
Saviour by his apostle Paul, orders his dis- 
ciples to obey the powers that be, which 
shicws that their conversation did not re- 
lease them from their allegtauce tu the tein- 
poral magistrate. Christianity was to make 
every one good, virtuvus, aud faithful — 
The divine author says nothing cf the ex- 
cellence of one fori compared with ano- 
ther, but the people are left to their choice, 
assisted by the unrevealed will of their 
Creator, as made manifest in his works. 
In his holy providence he endowed ui! oving 
creatures with faculties peculiar tu tlicir var 
ture. 

Man, as a social being, found, Ho satis- 
faction in solitude. Gregasious. like «ie 
mals of a lower kind, he was infuenced =y 
the wisest, and led by the strongest of hs 
fellows. Some government, thereforc, be- 
ing necessary, it is seen in scripture that 
a family fest formed human society, in 
which, while tn infancy, he was under the 
care and authority of his parents who con- 
trolled him by natural and moral law, that 
he should not exert his strength z gainst the 
weakness of his brother. ‘They had no na- 
tural right to command hìm, but only te 
prefer him, as the first born and heir wo his 
father. Sir Robert Sihmer argues the con- 
trary in his Patriarchia, which Mr. Locke 
proves to be nonsense. 

After such original government the pa- 
rierchia commenced. Civil suciety in- 
clusies ell, and politics ely these wko goe 
vern according to law, previously esiantishe 
ed. Monarchies of various extent svon ole 
lowed ; but wlether their rulers snceceded- 
each other lineally, or by election, is teo 
remote in antiquity tu be known. Jùstory 
informs us that among our Arglo-Saxer.s 
an heir was often exchuied, In smail n:o- 
narchies tbe government was mild, and if 
the governor became a tyrart te peopic 
withdrew from him, as did the subiect of 
Chilperic, king of Soissons in the «:sth cen- 
tury and left him, for hìs tyranny, to reign 
by himseljf Experience now taught the 
eople the necessity of a compact, and tha 
establishment of maxims to restrain the:r 
rulers, who promised to govern accor- 
dingly, but soon forgot their word, and 
broke througb all. Hence arose small prin- 
cipalities, and political society, which pre- 
ceded republics ; and these were exposed 
to many evils, jealousies and private ani- 
mosìties prevented that pledge of internal 
tranquillity and reverence for a long estab- 
lished family, which produces happy effects 
as in larger monarchies at present in Eu- 
rope. They have not the means of defence 
against a foreign enemy; and if confede- 
rated they wanted confidence and subordi- 
nation. Many were destroyed or expelled 
by their own subjects, who were tvo much 
affected by past evils, to suffer their rene w- 
al under anv man as supreme; winch 
brought forth a small republic, «s in Ple- 
nicia, Greece, and Rore. 
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
